Apollo 7, the first manned flight 
in the lunar orbit program, will 
be launched into an Earth orbit 
this Friday from Cape Kennedy, 
Florida, 

An engineering test flight, 
Apollo 7 will carry a three man 
crew, Walter M, Schirra, Jr., 
commander; Donn F, Eisele, com- 
mand module pilot; and Walter 
Cunningham, lunar module pilot. 

As reported in last week’s

To the Editor: 

In the past two weeks consider= 
able discussion has been held in 
Andover concerning the showing of 
**Sixteen in Webster Grove’’ and 
“‘The Tenement’’, and the pro= 
gram following by the Boston Con= 
gress of Racial Equality (CORE), 
Many of the comments on the pro= 
gram have been negative in that 
either failure to understand the 
viewpoint or the ugliness of the 
facts has been resented, Inasmuch 
as both the Andover Citizens for 
Equal Opportunity (ACEO) and 
the Kerner Group hoped that by 
presenting this program aware=- 
ness, dialogue and thinking about 
the great racial schism in our 
society could be furthered then this 
discussion is good, But many, 
perhaps fearing: that the exposure 
of their views might result in 
charges of racism, etc, have ap- 
parently held back in their dis- 
cussion of these matters, The 
Kerner Group and ACEO meetings 
are in general held for just this 
purpose, to discuss attitudes and 
ideas about this great domestic 
problem and to fully explore what 
it is about our attitudes that either 
does or does not contribute to a 
racist society, 

As chairman of the Kerner 
Group, I can reiterate that our 
main purpose of existence has 
been the discussion and examin= 
ation of the attitudes of people 
and how they relate to the elim- 
ination of racism, Among people 
of goodwill there are many mis- 
givings over militancy, ‘black 
power’’, so-called self-help pro= 
grams and many other ideas of 
others who are attempting to ‘‘do 
something.*® The misgivings are 
not always those of racists but 
often simply other approaches of 
genuine concern, 

I hope that many of the six 
hundred people who attended the 
CORE presentation and were dis= 
turbed will come to the meetings 
of the ACEO and Kerner Group 
and tell it as they think it is - 
voicing their concerns to con= 
tribute their thoughts to what 
surely is our greatest domestic 
problem,
